Night work is now permit- 
ted one day a- week or fifty-two times 
E. year. 


The bill was introduced at the In- 
stance of concerns which desire to 
keep open evenings during the Christ- 
mas holiday season, and the period of

Under the existing law, if womea are 
required to work after 8, their dally 
hours of labor must; not 
aggregate 
more than eight hours. The new bill 
changec the law BO thaf saleswomen 
may be required to work ten hours a 
a day up to-9 for thirty days each 
year; they could also be required to 
work ten hours for one day in eaca 
week with the limit of

The climate of Bessarabia is that of 
the tTnited States, extremely cold in 
winter and extremely hot in summer, 
and, due to its sharp summer season, 
the province 
raises fruits '-that vie 
with American fancy fruits, in all the 
best markets of Europe. All of the 
domestic animals, grains and grapes 
are also raised. Bessarabia produces 
17,000,000 gallons 
of 
wine yearly, 
which, 'blended with and named for 
'Europe's best,' are known in every 
land. '

. 
"The population is very heterogene- 
ous. 
It numbered 
2,40,000 in 1911, 
and of this number only about 300,000 
were classed .as urban'. folk. City peo- 
ple are neither known nor appreci- 
ated in this part of'the world,'and are 
rarely seen other than' at the capital 
of the province, its largest town, with 
about 130,000. Kishinev receives the 
foreign buyers and the.foreign govern- 
ment officials. 
The original" inhabi- 
tants of Bessarabia are • said to have 
been Cimmerians. 
In the course of 
centuries, all kinds 
of 
people have 
been added to the 'originals,' until the 
Russian province might well dispute 
the so-called 'melting pot' honors with 
the United States. Moldavians, Little 
Russians, Poles, .Humans,, Magyars, 
Huthenians, Bulgarians .Jews, Greeks, 
Circassians, Armenians, Tartars, and 
Slovaks are some' of the leading ele- 
ments of its population.

There IB no industry in the province 
to be destroyed. A few insignificant 
cloth mills, iron works, soap works 
and tanneries complete the list of its 
manufactures. 
Export commerce in 
agricultural produce Is large.

Among-Ibe things to which-th» 
prefect of police objected were scenes 
of German prisoners captured in tho 
Vinay Woods near Eperaay, German,

village showing tombs of 
German soldiers after a. battle, film* 
depicting the destruction of churche* 
and villages after a-battle, films de- 
pleting the destruction 
of churches

villages by fire and bombard- 
ment, besides numerous picture-play*

uniforms not in actual service. 
The general opinion of the notabili- 
ties invited

was that the censor was perfectly 
justified in cutting out imaginary war 
and hospital scenes, holding that 
they were unworthy to represent the 
heroism and devotion of the soldiers 
and nurses.

the war office. This method of offi- 
cering the territorials is much more 
effective both as to discipline and ef- 
ficiency than the American method 
of letting the men elect their own 
officers on the basis of personal popu- 
larity instead of professional fitness. 


Territorials in time of peace enlist 
for. home service only. But by the 
simple process 
of 
volunteering" for 


foreign service, they become volun- 
teers without the elaborate process of 
transferring accounts from state to 
federal government as in vogue in the 
United States, which involves a vast 
amount of clerical work and 
red 
tape. 


In the present war, over 80 per 


cent, of the territorials are known to 
have volunteered 
and of these the 
larger part 
are 
already serving in 
France or Egypt. 
They enlist under 
the general volunteer act for three 
years or l:he end of the year. 


One 
advantage of the territorial 
army 
over the regulars lies in the 
various kinds of skilled men in the 
ranks, who with little training can 
turn their trades or professions to 
the use of war. The territorial sup- 
ply of doctors 
has 
been a needed 
help. 


When a foreign service battalion is 
sent away a home battalion takes its 
place. It is curious to know that the 
territorial force has proved more at- 
tractive to recruits than Kitchener's 
army.
